has a coop with plenty of window 
on Ihe south. Except on stormy day 
these windows are kept open so a 
to have about the same tcmperaturt 
in the coop during the day as a 
night.

Two eupfats granulated rngar, one- 


half cupful cold water, boiled slowly. 
Add quarter teaVroonful of crean tar- 
tar, before It has bolted five minutes. 
When it keeps Iti chape In cold wa- 
ter, wet a dish In fold water (a platter 
Is best), pour It out carefully and »tlr 
with a wooden tpoon till »US and , 
about to crumble. Then take In your ' 
bands and work and knead It till pll- 
ibte and smooth. 
Pack In a deep 


dish and cover with e. wet doth. Let 
stand .several hours (till next day 1s 
better), when It will be velvety and of 
flne texture. Don't try to make It on 
a cloudy or stormy day, as a dear, 
bright atmosphere will give best re- 
mits.

AN ORDINANCE TO REVISE, AMEND AND CONSOL- 


IDATE THE ORDINANCES OF THE 
CITY OF 
. RHINELANDER, 


CHAPTER 23 


RELATING TO THE KEEPING OF INFLAMABLE LI- 


QUIDS AND EXPLOSIVES 
Section 1. — No person shall keep or cause to be kept 


within the fire limits of the city of Rhinelander, or within 
one thousand feet of such limits, more than five barrels 
of kerosene, gasoline or benzine. 


Section 2 — No person shall keep or have or suffer to be 


kept or had in any building owned or occupied by him in 
the city of Rhinelander any greater quantity of gun-pow- 
der, dymunjte or other explosive material than two pounds 
at. ope time, except that dealers in same may keep not 
to exceed twenty-five pounds of gunpowder. 
Section 3 — Any person violating any of the provisions 


of this chapter snail, upon conviction thereof, be punished 
by a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars. 
CHAPTER 29 


RELATING TO RAILROAD CROSSINGS 
. Section 1 — The mayor by an order in writing served on 
the agent of any railway company may order such com- 
pany to station and keep a -flagman at any crossing desu 
g-nated in such order, where the tracks of inch company 
cross a street or avenne of the city of Rhinelander. Such 
flagman shall stand in the center of the street at said 
crossing and warn all persons of any car or locomotive 
approaching such crossing. 
Such railway company shall, 


within five days after the service of such notice upon its 
agent, station and keep said flagman at the crossing desig- 
nated in each order -daring the time prescribed in tame. 
Every railway company not complying with the provisions 
of this section shall forfeit and pay to the said city the 
sum of ten dollars for each day or part of a day of such 
non-complianc e. 
Section 2 — The mayor by an order in writing served 


upon the agent of any railway company may order such 
company to install and maintain automatic crossing gates 
at any crossing designated in such order, where the tracks 
of such company cross a street or avenue of the city of 
Rhinelander. Such company shall, within thirty days after 
the service of such notice upon its agent, install and main- 
tain such gates at the crossing designated in such order 
daring the time prescribed in tame. 
Any railway com- 
pany not complying with the provisions of this section 
shall forfeit and 'pay to the said city the sum of ten dol- 
lars for each day or part of day of such non-compliance. 
Section 3 — No railway company shall permit or allow 


any train or locomotive to approach any itreet crossing 
within the limit* of the city of Rhinelander without a 
bell on tuch locomotive being rung continually froo a 
point *ix hundred fe«t before such train or locomotive 
reaches such crossing and until said train or locomotive 
has entirely passed over tame. 
And it shall be unlawful 


for any train or locomotive to travel faster than at the 
'rate of six miles per hour within the limits of laid city 
'until it has passed all streets crossed by sanse. 
Any 
railway company violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall forfeit and pay to *aid city the sum of 
twenty-five dollars for each and every violation thereof. 
Section 4— It shall b« unlawful for any railway company 


or any officer, agent or servant of any railway company 
to permit or allow for more than five minuses at one 
time, any ear or locomotive to stand upon the track _of 
luch raiiVay across any street or avenue or any portion 
thereof within the entire width of such street in the city 
of Rhinelander, except by cars or locomotives while ac- 
tually moving across such street or avenue. Violation of 
any of the provisions of this section by any ofiicer, agent 
or tervant of any railway company shall render_such of3- 
cer, agent or servant, upon conviction thereof, liable to a 
penalty of not less than five dollars nor morej&an twenty-

provisions of the next preceding section shall forfeit any 
to the city of Rhinelander the «um of tea dollars. 
ection 6— It shall be unlawful for any child under

Rhinelander except within the limits of a regular crossing 
such tracks or grounds. 
Any person violating any of 


the provisiocsof this lection shall, upon conviction there- 


of, he punished by a fine of cot less than one dollar eor 
more than ten dollars. 


Section 7—It shall he unlawful for any person under 
seventeen years of age to attempt to get upon, cling to, 
jump "or step from any railroad car or tram within the 
of such track, or upon a passenger depot platform and the 
regular approaches to such platform. 
And it shall be un- 


lawful for any person not an employee of the railroad 
company to go upon any such tracks or grounds except as 
aforesaid unlejss such person shall have business upon 
city of Rhiaelander while such ear or train is in motion, 
nless such person, is an employee of the company owning 
such train or car. 
Any person violating any of the 


provisions of this section, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine of not less than one dollar nor more 
than twenty dollars. 


CHAPTER 30 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISION'S 
Section—All ordinances hereafter passed by the common 


council of the city of Rhinelander, except as otherwise 
provided by law, shall take effect and be in force from and 
after their passage and publication. 


Section 2—All parts and sections of this ordinance, or 


of any ordinance tereafter passed by the common council 
of th_e city of Rhinelander. prescribing fines, penalties or 
forfeitures, shall be construed by the court to carry with 
such fines, penalties or forfeitures all costs of prosecution 
and collection, and in entering up judgment in all cases 
such costs shall be included as against the delinquent. 


Section 3—Whenever, under the provisions of this ordin- 
ance, the performance of any duty is required, or the 
doing of any act is prohibited, and there shall be no ftr.e, 
or penalty declared for the violation thereof, any person 
who shall be convicted of the violation of any such'pro- 
vision shall be punished by a fine of not less than cn« 
dollar nor more than one hundred dollars. 


Section 4—No action shall be brought in the name of 


the city of Rhir.eUnder upon complaint of any person 
other tr.an one of the police officers of said city without 
first obtaining the consent of the city attorney thereto, 
unless such complainant shall give bond to save said city 
harmless from all costs arising from such action. 
Section 5—Whenever any fine or penalty shall be im- 


posed for the violation of any of the provisions of this 
ordinance, or of «ny ordnUnce hereafter passed by the 
common council of the city of Rhir.elander, and no pro- 
vision is made therein for the imprisonment of the offender 
in case of the non-payment of sach fine or penalty acd 
the costs of suit, the person or persons so convicted shall, 
in case of the con-payment of such fine or penalty acd 
costs, be imprisoned m the ci^y jail of Oneida. County 
until such fine or penalty and costs are paid, but npt to 
exceed sixty days, in the discretion of the court or magis- 
trate.
